A fair wind one day made me think 


it possible to take a hunt inland, but 
to my disgust it died down after I had 
proceeded two or three miles, and my 
fight back to camp with the mosquitoes 
I shall always remember aa one of the 
salient points of my life. It seemed as 
if there was an upward rain ot insects 
from the grass that became a deluge 
over marshy tracts—and more than 
half the ground was marshy. 
Of com se 


not a sign of any game was seen, ex- 
cept a few old tracks; and the tracks oi 
aa animal are about the only part of il 
that could exist here in the mosquito 
season, which lasts from the time the 
snow is half oS the ground until the 
first severe frost, a period of some 
three or four months 
During that 


time every living creature that can 
leave the valleys ascends the moun- 
tains, closely following the snow Imp, 
and even there peace is not completely 
attained, the exposure to the windN 
being of far more benefit than the cool- 
ness due to the altitude, While the mos- 
quitoes are left undisputed masters of 
the valleys, except for a few straggling 
animals on their way from one range 
of mountains to the other. 


Had there been any game, and had I 


obtained a fair shot, 1 honestly doubt 
if I could have secured it, owing to 
these pests; not altogether on account 
of their ravenous attacks npon my face, 
and especially the eyes, b«t for the ren- 
eoo that they were so absolutely dense 
that it was impossible to see clearly 
througli the mass in taking aim. When 
I got to eampl«was thoroughly exhaust- 
ed with my incessant fight, and ..com- 
pletely out of breath, which 1 had to 
regain as best I could in a stilling 
smoke from dry, resinous pine knots. 
A traveler who had spent a summer on 
the lower Yukon, where I did not find 
the pests so bad on my journey as on 
the upper river, was of the opinion 
that a nervous person without a mask 
would soon be killed by nervous pros- 
tration, unless he were to take refugo 
in midstream. I know that the native 
dogs are killed by the mosquitoes un- 
der cei tain circumstances, and I heard 
reports which I believe to be well 
founded, both from Indians and trust- 
worthy white persons, that the great 
brown hear—erroneously but com- 
monly called the grizzly—of these re- 
gions is at times compelled to succumb 
to the.,0 insects. The statement scorns 
almost preposterous, but the explana- 
tion is comparatively simple. Bruin, 
having exhausted all tha roots and ber- 
ries ot one mountain, or, finding them 
scarce, thinks he will cross the valley 
to another range, or peihaps it is the 
odor of salmon washed up along the 
river's banks that attracts him. Cov- 
ered with a heavy fur on his body, his 
eyes, nose and ears are the vulnerable 
points for mosquitoes, and here of 
course they conjgregate in the greatest 
numbers. At last, when he readies a 
swampy stretch, they rise in myriads, 
until his forepaw is kept so busy, as 
he strives to keep his eyes clear ot 
them, th.it he can not walk, whereupon 
ho becomes enraged, and, bear-like, 
rai'seb upon his haunches to fight 
It 


»s now a mere question of time until 
the bear's eyes become so swollen, fiom 
innumerable bites as to render him 
perfect!} blind, when he wanders help- 
lessly about until he gets mirod in the

Description of the Most Awe-Inspirine nnd 


Snbllmmt Spectacle on Earth.

yond the lower falls of the Yellow- 
stone.

that received this deluge, for the force 
of the descending river mubt have 
broken any thing that came in its way, 
but the spray that shot far out beyond 
the :>ohd stream froze as it fell and 
formed the beautiful ice bridge or ICP 
mountain I have mentioned. The walls 
of the great canyon of the Yellowstone 
certainly are the most awe-inspiring, 
majestic, sublimcst spectacle on God's 
earth 
Nowhere m the wonderful park 


nor elsewhere on the globe can there 
be found such an extensive view of a 
combination 
of stupendous ratural 


scenery and gorgu-ons coloring 
On 


this wintry day, far in the depths ol 
the park, awav from humanity and 
aloue with nature. I can not describe 
the fooling that came over me.—Cor.

A curious paper on "Chirography," 


by Dr Grace Peckham, printed in the 
Medical Record, is suggests e of tho

must never make a mistake in spelling,

Here is really a curious ease of an- 


other literary man, who contributes 
very clever hction to the magazines 
This is his absolute and truthful confes-

"I am afraid to give my ma- 


terial to an editor who is not thorough- 
ly acquainted with me or my anteced- 
ents, and who has not already bought 
my stories, or who does not know that 
what I write people like to rood, for 1 
am that unfortunate creature whose 
spelling may be good or bad, accoiding 
to circumstances 
In other words, I 


belong to that miserable category of 
human beings who are to be classed 
anrong the 'accidental spellers ' What 
do I mean by that ? I may wnte fifty 
pages of manuscript with very few 
errors of spelling, then all oi a sudden 
pn page lifty-one will eome blunder 
after blunder 
Words correctly spelled 


and used over and over again are all 
w rong now. My mmd of asudden halts 
and refuses to arrange the letters proper- 
ly Mj little boy eight years old would 
deserve thrashing for such vulgar
